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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data shet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: the term 
"characterized in that" should replace with -wherein-. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim 1 , line 9, the term "rd" should be -rod-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Applicant is required to 
include the term "comprising" in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the proximal end" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the distal end" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 ; line 3, the term "at the distal end" is unclear as to which part is being 
referred to, whether the push/pull rod or remote tool parts. 
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Note: the Examiner requests that Applicant thoroughly review the claims to 
eliminate the indefiniteness. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moslor et al. 
(U.S. 4,122,856). 

Moslor et al discloses in figures 1-5, a push/pull rod (31 ) having spring-like 
elasticity along its lateral length (Col. 3, lines 37-46 and Col. 4, lines 26-28); wherein the 
push/pull rod (31) connected to remote tool parts (18) and hand manipulator. 

6. Claims 1 and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kratsch et al. (U.S. 5,490,861). 

Kratsch et al discloses in figures 1 and 15-17, a push/pull rod (12,16) having 
spring coil sections (12) to provide spring-like elasticity along its lateral length; wherein 
the push/pull rod (12,16) connected to remote tool parts (20) and hand manipulator (18). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior art of record disclose or suggest the push/pull rod having 
undulatory curves along it length to provide the spring-like elasticity. 



9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hashiguchi et al. (U.S. 5,496,347) discloses a surgical 
instrument.
